The Rochester Disaster. 


CHICAGO. Aug. 23.—Congressman Mark H 


Dunnell telegraphs the following graphic picture 
of the Rochester disaster to the Daily News: 
The cyc.one struck Rochester about 6:30 in the 
evening, Tuesday, lasted a minute and a half, 
and largely spent its force on the north half of 
the eity. All the dwelling houses hut two on 
the north side of t_ia track, embracing the entire 
ward, are wholly destroyed and most of them 
blown into atoms. On the same side ore tour 
mill was cemoralizcd, another unroofed and a 
large foundry wholly demolished. Van Duzen's 
large elevator was unroofed. The depot and all 
the adjoining buildings were wholly demolished. 


THE DESTRUCTION FKOM THE DEPOT 


north was substantially completed. The bridge 
over the Zumbrota river near the depot was 
destroyed. T ie destruction on thy south side 
of the track was very great, but not so sweeping. 
The court house was unroofed, as also the Cook 
House. All the churches were badly damaged, 
the Methodist chnrch suffering the most. Not 
less than 103 buildings on the south side of the 
track were more or less damaged. The des- 
truction was mainly north of the Cook; House 
that part suffering a complete wreck north of 
the depot, which was inhabited by laboring peo- 
ple. Darkness set in soon after the tornado and 
the scene was terrible. Twenty-five c.ead bodies 
were taken from the raina, many or thetn pa- 
ronfs with -children.

Minn.,

22.—Yesterday 


Rochester wrs one of the most beautiful cities 
in Southern Minnesota, with fine streets, shaded 
with magnificent trees containing many sub- 
stantial business structures and dwellings and a 
large number <»£ cosy houses, and populated by 
a well to d > and intelligent class of citizens, 
numbering over 5,000. Today it presents a 
picture of indescribable devastation. Buildings 
in all partfl'are unroofed and otherwise injured, 
and nearly 300 of them are utterly demolished. 
MilJs, elevators^ school houses and factories are 
blown clown or injured tflmf'jst beyond repair, 
while beautiful trees which saade the streets are 
uprooted and falling across the highways, almost 
effectually blockading themi to progress on foot 
or by vehicle. 'Not alone this destruction' of

Over sixty 
persons were wounded, and not a few who must 
expire within a few hours. All this destruction 
is the result of the double tornado which passed 
over southern _Uinneso'a ypnterday afternoon- 
and evenirg which seemed to gather fury from 
two sources arid come whirling and screaming 
through the air like twin demons, until they 
combined forces just epst o~ here and spent 
their force here with the results above indicated 
On approaching Rochester from the west two 
distinct tracks of the storm can be observed; 
one north and the other south. Between Dodge 
Centre and Rochester, a c istance of twenty 
miles, one of these tracks seems to have come 
from the north and the other from the south- 
west ; each of them marked by grain lodged and 
farm houses demoralized. 
l^omes of working 


men stand poutb of the track and the number 
of buildings destroyed and injured is much Itss 
but the amount of property is much greater, 
while there is h .rdly a building in the whole 
place not partially unroofed. 


£n a field near Dodge Center was a herd of 


cattle in the track ot the cyclone. Ot these nine 
were killed and the horns of e even others were 
found sticking in the ground, indicating that 
the cattle had been caught suddenly by the 
wind and thrown to the ground head foremost, 
their horns being le£t in the ground.

Frightful Railway Accident. 


OWATOSNA, Minn., Aug. 23.—Meagre tele- 


graphic advices received here early this morning 
state tha«; a terrible accident occurred between 
Rochester and Zumbrata, Minn., on the Roches- 
ter <fc Northern division of the Chieago & North- 
western railway, by which about one hundred 
people were milled and wounded. On account 
of the interruption of the telegraphic service at 
Rochester, no information coulc. be obtained 
until the arrival of the train from the scene of 
the disaster, with thirty-five people who had been 
wounded in the accident. Of this nuinber many 
seem to be bz!81y injured and all have been taken 
to the hospital. The train wrecked was that 
which leaves Rochester about 4 p. m., arriving at 
Zumbrata about 6 p. m. It was caught in a severe 
wind and hail storm which prevailed in that 
vicinity bi tween 4 and 6 o'clock in the evening, 
and while running at a high rate of speed it was 
lifted from the rails. A gentleman who had 
been at the scene described it as one of the most 
horrifying railway accidents ever witnessed.

wrecked, and almost literally shattered to pieces 
by the sudden stop caused by the train leaving 
the rails burying the unfortunate passengeis be- 
neath the debris, killing and injuring near y 
every person a 3oard. 
A gentleman stated that 


nine dead bodies had been taken from the 
ruins and a large number of tho?e seriously in- 
jured removed to Rochester and Owatonna. At 
the time he lef the work of extricating the un- 
fortunate victims was p'ogressing, and it was 
be.ieved the number of the killed would reach a 
score when the final summing up was made.

year ending August 1, 1881, were adopted. 


SPRING WHEAT. 


No. 1 Hard Spring Wheat—Shall be composed 


mostly of the hard varieties of spring wheat, 
which must be sound, well cleaned, and weigh 
not lefts than 58 pounds to the measured bushel. 


No. 1 Spring Wheat—Must be sound, well 


cleaned, weighing not less than 58 pounds to 
the measured bushel. 


No. 2 Hard Spring Wheat—Must be sound and 


reasonably clean, composed mostly of the hard 
varieties of spring wheat, and weigh not less 
than 56 pounds to the measured bushel. 


No. 2 Spring Wheat—Must be sound and

of the North Pacific road, informing them of 
the manner in w rich the excursion of President 
Villarc is to be run on their divisions. Mr. 
Odell states that as the party wil, be composed r 
of many of the most distinguished peop.e both 
ibf this country anc, the old wor .d, it is desired 
that every precaullion be taken to insure the 
rapid and pafe transportation oi tbe members;

PUBLIC LANDS. 


The records of the general land office place 


Dakota in the lead of all the states anc terri- 
tories in the disposition of the public lands. 
Minnesota appears to be next, especially in 
cash rates, while next in order comes Louisiana 
and Florida. There is no middle section that 
rivals the extreme north and the extreme south 
in the rapidity of the absorption of the public 
domain. As to Louisiana I have no personal 
knowledge, but in Florida I know that the set- 
tlement anc development of the country keep 
pace with the disposition of government land. 
The Louisiana land purchases are principally 
for the cypress anc yellow pine timber, I am 
told, while others are devoted to rice and sngar. 
The sugar interest is growing rapidly in ^dbuis- 
iana. as it is in F.orida, but there is much land 
purchased ia Florida'for the purposa of: grow- 
ing citrus f rails. A joint stock company or- 
ganized in Washington have secured 6,000 acres 
in compact form in the southern- part of the 
state for orange culture mainly.whileex-Senator 
Blaine is partner in another recent purcnase of 
10,000 acres on the Kissimmee which will be de: 
voted principally to lemons. New Jersey par- 
ties have bought largely on the lower Atlantic 
coast anc on the adjacent keys and planted 
cocoanuts, while native Floridians and other 
southerners have taken possession of many of 
the islands on the gulf side of the peninsn a for 
coacoanut and pine apple growing. Onr diver- 
sified country gives us -on the extreme north 
enormous yields of that which constitutes the 
staff of life, and on the extreme south the same 
proportionate product 
of

The Rochester Disaster. 


CHICAGO. Aug. 23.—Congressman Mark H 


Dunnell telegraphs the following graphic picture 
of the Rochester disaster to the Daily News: 
The cyc.one struck Rochester about 6:30 in the 
evening, Tuesday, lasted a minute and a half, 
and largely spent its force on the north half of 
the eity. All the dwelling houses hut two on 
the north side of t_ia track, embracing the entire 
ward, are wholly destroyed and most of them 
blown into atoms. On the same side ore tour 
mill was cemoralizcd, another unroofed and a 
large foundry wholly demolished. Van Duzen's 
large elevator was unroofed. The depot and all 
the adjoining buildings were wholly demolished. 


THE DESTRUCTION FKOM THE DEPOT 


north was substantially completed. The bridge 
over the Zumbrota river near the depot was 
destroyed. T ie destruction on thy south side 
of the track was very great, but not so sweeping. 
The court house was unroofed, as also the Cook 
House. All the churches were badly damaged, 
the Methodist chnrch suffering the most. Not 
less than 103 buildings on the south side of the 
track were more or less damaged. The des- 
truction was mainly north of the Cook; House 
that part suffering a complete wreck north of 
the depot, which was inhabited by laboring peo- 
ple. Darkness set in soon after the tornado and 
the scene was terrible. Twenty-five c.ead bodies 
were taken from the raina, many or thetn pa- 
ronfs with -children.

Rochester wrs one of the most beautiful cities 
in Southern Minnesota, with fine streets, shaded 
with magnificent trees containing many sub- 
stantial business structures and dwellings and a 
large number <»£ cosy houses, and populated by 
a wt-11 to dn aud intelligent class of citizens, 
numbering over 5,000. 
Today it presents a 


picture of indescribable devastation. Buildings 
in all partfl'are unroofed and otherwise injured, 
and nearly 300 of them are utterly demolished. 
Mills, elevators^ school houses and factories are 
blown down or injured tflnof'jst beyond repair, 
while beautiful trees which saade the streets are 
uprooted and falling across the highways, almost 
effectually blockading them to progress on foot 
or by vehicle.

Frightful Railway Accident. 


OWATOSNA, Blinn., Aug. 23.—Meagre tele- 


graphic advices received here early this morning 
state tha«; a terrible accident occurred between 
Rochester and Zumbrata, Minn., on the Roches- 
ter <fc Northern division of the Chieago & North- 
western railway, by which about one hundred 
people were milled and wounded. On account 
of the interruption of the telegraphic service at 
Rochester, no information coulc. be obtained 
until the arrival of the train from the scene of 
the disaster, with thirty-five people who had been 
wounded in the accident. Of this number many 
seem to be bzJSly injured and all have been taken 
to the hospital. The train wrecked was that 
which leaves Rochester about 4 p. m., arriving at 
Zumbrata about 6 p. m. It was caught in a severe 
wind and hail storm which prevailed in that 
vicinity bi tween 4 and 6 o'clock in the evening, 
and while running at a high rate of speed it was 
lifted from the rails. A gentleman who had 
been at the scene described it as one of the most 
horrifying railway accidents ever witnessed. 
Every car 
in the train 
was 
completely 


wrecked, and almost literally shattered to pieces 
by the sudden stop caused by the train leaving 
the rails burying the unfortunate passengeis be- 
neath the debris, killing and injuring near y 
every person a 3oard. 
A gentleman stated that 


nine dead bodies had been taken from the 
ruins and a large number of tho?e seriously in- 
jured removed to Rochester and Owatonna. At 
the time he lef the work of extricating the un- 
fortuuate victims was p-ogressing, and it was 
be.ieved the number of the killed would reach a 
score when the final summing up was made. 


More Oil in Flames. 


NEW YOBK, Ang. 22.—-A fire broke out shortly 


after 11 o'clock this morning in the packing 
stare of the Empire(oil works, Long Island City 
shop, in a brick structure 250 feet by 700 feet 
in area. One thousand men and boy's are em- 
ployed in the shop, and the wildest excitement 
prevailed among them. The flames spreac. 
rapidly and the shop was soon a seething mass 
of flames, with which the local fire department 
was totally unable to cope.

An Entertaining Conversation. 


Hon. Mah_on Chance, of Fremont, Ohio, a 


brother of Capt. Chance, of Fort Lincoln, who 
arrived in Bismarek Tuesday evening, was inter- 
viewed by a TBEBTJNE rejjorter Wedne&tay after- 
noon on the situation in Ohio. Mr. Chance, 
formerly United States consul to Nassau, and a 
delegate to the late republican state convention 
which nominated Judge For&ker for governor, 
is thoroughly versed in the politics of the coun- 
try, and is one of the leaders in his state.

It is 
gratifying to know that after 'traveling weac- 
waid two thousand miles the same flag Loats 
over us and every sian who lives within the vast 
territory of Dakota is reac y to defend its sacred 
folds. I have just -istened to a short conversa- 
tional speach from yonr governor, anc. I am as- 
tonished a~ the wonderful improvements yon 
have made. As we travel over these ever-wicen- 
ing prairies witJ their golden grain we become 
more impressed with tbe truth of tbe prediction 
of a few years ago, that here in 
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territory will be the dominant power 
country. Here is a country that is • the 
of all the political commonwealths of tt-ie earth, 
and who can doubt that your territory, which is 
building railroads with such wonderful rapidity, 
making counties every month as large in them- 
selves as many of the New England states, pro- 
ducing such giand crops and building cities as 
by magic, is yet to be the empire state of the 
Union."

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—(Special )—Great in- 


terest is manifeatec throughout the eastern 
states regarding the speedy completion of the 
Noith Pacific railroad. 
There is really more 


exhibition of good feeling than there was when 
the Union Pacific and the Central Pacific were 
connected and made one continuous highway 
across the continent. Then we were at war 
among ourselves and the settlement of ques- 
tions arising out of the civL strife were para- 
mount to al! other matters of a public nature. 
Now we are at peace and a period of prosperity 
such as the country has never witnessed before 
is upon us. When the Southern Pacific was 
completed1 the country was emerging from the 
effects of the panic that had prostrated the en- 
ergies of the people for half a decade or more, 
and there was but .ittle inclination for adven- 
ture or investment on its latitude. The South- 
ern Pacific, besides, ran through an.old country, 
so to speak, where the Spaniard had dwelt for 
centuries and made no developments. Its geo- 
graphical features were known, its population 
sparse and heterogeneal. and there was little 
about it to* attract men of enterprise from the 
great centers of wealth and business. With 
the North Pacific the conditions are different. 
The country is new anc. fresh in its occupancy 
yy the men now bringing it under the influence 
of civilization, and those men do not have a 
race effete in energy to contend with. The soil 
is rich, the minerals varied and the products of 
al!4cinds incomputable in value. And this 
leada me to remark, before I forget it, that the 
ex libit to be made of cereals and minerals by 
the North Pacific railroad company at the Cin- 
cinnati Industrial 
Exposition 
promises to 


eclipse in the public interest any other disp ay 
that may ba made at that great show of the 
products of the country. 


Besides all this the North Pacific was the 


original line in conception. Whitney had evolv- 
ed the idea of a railroad from Lake Superior to 
Pu^et's Sound before we acquirer the territory 
over which the ereater portion of the Central 
line is built. " This fact has bad a permanent 
lodgment in the American mind, and has never 
failed to excite the public interest. 
It was a 


grand idea and will link Whitney's fame for- 
ever with the history of the origin and construc- 
tion of transcontinental railroads. 


1 
ADMISSION OF DAKOTA. 


Another matter of ^reat interest here is the 


admission of Dakota as a member of the Union 
—the thirty-ninta state. The proposition will 
be opposed by the cemucratic house of repre- 
sentatives unless a territory democratic in poli- 
tics is acmitted at the same time. Democrats do 
not relish the idea of two additional republican 
members of the senate which that body would 
have on the recognition of Dakqta. They would 
admit that, with its abominable polygamy, two 
democritic plural-wived' senators, and three 
democratic votes in the e ectoral college, rather 
than Dakota should come in alone, either as a 
whole or divided with reference to an additional 
state now or in the future. 
They say a great 


mistake was made in 1876 in the admission of 
Colorado: that without the three electoral votes 
of that state it~ would have been impossible for 
the republicans to have elected their tioket that 
year, and the contest may be just as close in 
1884 as it was then 
At any rate they do not 


want to give the republicans any advantages. 
No matter what the wants of Dakota may be, 
and whether the interests of its people would be 
best promotec, by changing their political con- 
dition from that of a territory to a state, they 
must be punished for being republicans unless 
some territorial community of democrats can be 
found who are anxious to assume the duties and 
responsibilities of statehood. The interests of 
the party must be cared for in preference to the 
welfare of the people. They will look to the 
party first and the country afterward. The 
question it likely to produce more discussion 
during the. approaching session than the tariff 
will, for the democrats will handle the tariff 
question very gingerly. 
Tjey cannot take any 


definite action on that without losing votes, and 
votes are precious, in their estimation,'at this 
time. 


PUBLIC LANDS. 


The records of the general land office place 


Dakota in the lead of all the states and terri- 
tories in the disposition of the public lands. 
Minnesota appears to be next, especially in 
cash rates, while next in order comes Louisiana 
and Florida. There is no middle section that 
rivals the extreme north and the extreme south 
in the rapidity of the absorption of the public 
domain. As to Louisiana I have no personal 
knowledge, but in Florida I know that the set- 
tlement anc. development of the country keep 
pace with the disposition of government land. 
The Louisiana land purchases are principally 
for the cypress anc yellow pine timber, I am 
told, while others are devoted to rice and sugar. 
The sugar interest is growing rapidly in Louis- 
iana, as it is in F.orida, but there is much land 
purchased ia Florida'for the purposa of grow- 
ing citrus f raits. A joint stock company or- 
ganized in Washington have securec. 6,000 acres 
in compact form in the southern1 part of the 
state for orange culture mainly,while-ex-Senator 
Blaine is partner in anotber recent purcnase of 
10,000 acres on the Kissimmee which will be de: 
voted principally to lemons. New Jersey par- 
ties have bought largely on the lower Atlantic 
coast anc. on the adjacent keys and planted 
cocoanuts, while native Floridians and other 
southerners have taken possession of many of 
the islands on the gulf side of the peninsn a for 
coacoanut and pine apple growing. Our diver- 
sified country gives us -on the extreme north 
enormous yields of that which constitutes the 
staff of life, aud on the extreme south the same 
proportionate product 
of 
health-preserving 


luxuries 
THE GOVERNMENT AT WASHINGTON STILL LIVES. 


Just now Washington is considered dull. The 


president and nearly all tbeAembers of the cab- 
inet are absent, but "the government at Wash- 
ington still lives." The 81,200 clerk, under the- 
benificent influence of civil service reform, 
boldly assumes responsibilities and keeps the 
republic abreast of the oroudest nations of the 
earth. Nobody would know that the command- 
er-in-cbief of the land and naval forces was' 
where he had no such forces to command anc. 
bad left no one to act in his stead in case of 
emergency. Nobody, however, feara domestic 
insurrection or foreign invasion. The govern- 
ment runs of its own volition, or that of the 
people, and as easy as a wagon going down hill. 
It only needs a litt e guiding to keep the smooth 
roads, and the £1,200 clerk has a steady lookout 
for stumps and things 
All we want is for con- 


gress to assemble in time to make appropria- 
tions for next year, and then congress, the presi- 
dent and the supremex;ourt can go to the sea- 
shore, to the Yellowstone or to Mexico, and 
leave the civil service commissioners and the 
.efficient and faithful $1,200 clerk in full charge 
of the machine. 


3owever dull Washington may be considerec. 


politically it is lively in the line of improve- 
ments. Numerous anc. costly bui. dings are in 
course of construction for residence purposes, 
many of which are owned by men of wealth 
w 10 make this their place of abode each winter 
for political considerations or for the social and 
educational opportunities afforded their families 
Washington is also a resort for capitalists, eape 
daily daring the sessions of congress, and many 
of the great business enterprises of the country 
are organizes here. Asiae from the expendi- 
tures of money for elegant re'idences vast sums 
ate spent in the improvement of streets and the 
extension of the parking system which alreac y 
&o beautifies the city and makes it delightful 
wit i shade. 1'bere ia a jsolutely no necessity 


for anyone to leave Wasoington in the Bummer 
for the purpose of finding a cool retreat. That 
is right here. With the exception of a few hot 


1 days in July the summer has been very pleasant 
and there has been much leas of an exodus to 
seaside and mountain than in former seasons. 


A BOOM FOB ABTBDB. 


The Few York Herald has startec. a boom for 


President Artjnr anc. Gov. Porter, of lutiana, 
as the republican nationa. ticket for 188*. Un- 
fortunately for both gentlemen the Herald's ad- 
vocacy of their fitness is a positive c amage to 
them. Its support has been an injury to every 
presidential aspirant eince Seymour's nomina- 
tion, and if these gentlemen are really serious 
in their desires to be considered candicates the 
Herald should be persuaded to let them alone. 
Gov. Porter was here last week, anc. in conversa- 
tion with the writer, announced his intention of 
spending a year or two in Europe with his fam- 
ily on the expiration of his term of office. He 
declared he had no further political aspirations 
—that his ambition wag catisfiec in being elect- 
ed governor of his native state at a time when 
it was thought that no republican could suc- 
ceed—that he haa 3een in public life more or 
, ess since 1853, anc felt like retiring perman- 
ently from politics.

Aside from 
these two large parties, Bufus Hatch wi be 
nrged upon to join in the festivities wit.i his 
immense congregation of world-scattered dig- 
nitaries. Special trains will be run from all im- 
portant points along the roac. and it is estimated 
that at least 15,000 people will be in the city on 
tbatday. It behooves the business men and citi- 
zens of Bismarck to make necessary prepara- 
tions for the reception of the many notables 
with proper recognition and attention. 


Tlie IligH W<-Hool 


Bismarck's aigtf school is now in process of 


construction, and will soon begin to loom up in 
all its grandeur. Located in the centre of the 
block between Fourth and Fifth streets anc 
avenues "F" and "E," it commands a splendid 
view ot the surrounding country, including Ft. 
Lincoln and Capitol Hill, and will be one of the 
most conspicuous edifices in the city.

psnce to provoke an open issue jetween Vir- 
ginia anc. the Confederacy, anc thus t ae O c 
Dominion jeld her aegis over-, her, favorite 
son, who, in fact, was in the Confecerate 
army rather from loyalty to his state than as 
an advocate of secession.

Mrs. Davis was hancsome, anc we, aocus- 


•tomed to society by years of life in Wash- 
ington. She c ischarged her duties as mis- 
tress of tae presidential mansion with a quiet 
grace and cignity which, if it won her few 
friends, at ail events mace ier no enemies. 
She was eminently c omestic in her tastes, 
devotee to her husband and children, and, 
after the terrible death of her little boy, who 
was k.l ed curing the secont year of the war 
by a fa, 1 from the high porch in tha rear of 
the house, she withdrew from society as 
much as possib e, leaving her sister to fill her 
place. T lis the young lady was nothing loth 
to c o,^,nc, indeed, magnified her office to 
sue i an extent—as the Richmond ladies said, 
"gave herself such aii-s"—that she came in 
for-ier ful. s iare of tho ill-feeling towarr 
her brotjer-in- aw. 


3trs. Ilee was an invalic , whose delicate 


jealt-i confined her almost altogether to her 
own house. She held the ofTice of president 
of the Soldiers' Aid society by the wish of 
the who e country, but the active duties of 
tae post devo ved chiefly on the vice pi es- 
idents.

The men weie in the 
army on beggarly pay, \\liile the women 
toiled in tje governmental oilices for a mere 
littance. Thus many of t'.ie most rel nod and 
cultivated people in the city weiv in actual 
want of all hut the merest necessaries ot life, 
and sometime^ even of thorn. 


Government contractors anc manufactur- 


ers made money "hand over fist," and who- 
ever had anything to sell was sin o of high 
prices, but merchant ise was far safer prop- 
erty than Confederate money, which evap- 
orated, so to speak; its value, measured by 
wjat it would buy, growing less and less ev- 
ery day. 
After the so-called funding of the 


debt in tie second year of the war, by which 
one-itnirc of it was prae-ica. y repur iatec, 
nobody hac any confidence in tje currency, 
and wnoever oossessec it was anxious to con- 
vert it into less peiisjab e property. Long- 
-leaded peop_e investec in lane, specu armors 
bougat cotton and tobacco, anc thus some 
large fortunes wen"j up in tbe evacuation 
fires. 31oc -tade runners preferred ciamonds, 
as combining certain va ue with t je greatest 
economy of space, anc some very nne jewels 
cjangec. hands in Richmond during tie war. 
Many men, prudent otherwise, made large in- 
vestments in Confec erate bonds, secured by 
cotton arid tobacco, reasoning plausib.y that;
